Knauer, President Nix on’s spe­ 
cial assistant for consumer af­ 
fairs, announced it Wednesday 
in a speech before the Ameri­ 
can Marketing Association In­ 
ternational in New York.

Av on 
spokesman 
con­ 
firmed 
that 
the 
firm’s Con- 
s u m e r 
Information 
Center 
would prov ide a complete in­ 
g redient list for any product 
upon receiv ing a “ reasonable 
request.” The spokesman said 
such a request would be from 
someone who wanted to try a 
product and desired to know 
beforehand what it contained. 
“ If someone writes in and 
just say s ‘Send me a listing of 
y our ing redients,’ we don’t con­ 
sider 
that 
a 
reasonable 
re­ 
quest,’’ 
the 
spokesman said, 
adding that the firm has re­ 
ceiv ed fewer than 100 requests 
thus far. 
There is no law requiring an 
ing redients list on cosmetics, 
but bills frequently hav e been 
introduced in Cong ress to re­ 
quire such a listing .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Medi­ 
cal and government officials 
say they are pleased with a de­ 
cision by Avon Products, Inc.,

they say it doesn’t go far 
enough. 
The disclosure policy, first of 
its kind in the industry, was 
started quietly in July but was

Knauer, President Nixon’s spe­ 
cial assistant for consumer af­ 
fairs, announced it Wednesday 
in a speech before the Ameri­ 
can Marketing Association In­ 
ternational in New York.

Avon 
spokesman

firmed that the firm's Con- 
s u rn e r 
Information 
Center 
would provide a complete in­ 
gredient list for any product 
upon receiving a “ reasonable 
request.’’ The spokesman said 
such a request would be from 
someone who wanted to try a 
product and desired to know 
beforehand what it contained. 
“ If someone writes in and 
just says ‘Send me a listing of 
your ingredients,’ we don’t con­ 
sider that a 
reasonable re­ 
quest,’’ the spokesman said, 
adding that the firm has re­ 
ceived fewer than IOO requests 
thus far. 
There is no law requiring an 
ingredients list on cosmetics, 
but bills frequently have been 
introduced in Congress to re­ 
quire such a listing.

bailing Cleveland out of its cur­ 
rent financial problems. 
It permits Ohio cities which 
by 
ordinance 
declare

selves to be in financial trouble 
to borrow, by selling notes and 
bonds, up to the amount they 
will pay this y ear into the Po­ 
lice and Firemen’s Disability 
and Pension Funds. 
Technically , there is $48 mil­ 
lion available to all Ohio cities, 
but Clev eland is the only one 
expected to use the law-, which 
self-destructs Oct. i. Cleveland 
would be permitted to borrow 
$9 .6 million. 
The House rejected a bill that 
would have reduced the sev­ 
erance tax on natural gas from 
one per cent 1,000 cubic feet to 
one-tenth of a cent. 
The vote was 48-34 in favor 
with 50 votes needed for pas­ 
sage. 
Itep. Robert Levitt, ft-9 1 Can­ 
ton, the sponsor, said the meas­ 
ure was defeated because of 
absenteeism on the part of the 
Republicans.

—Increase the fee lor a li­ 
cense. as well as the bond re- 
q uired to be posted to insure 
adeq uate reclamation.

cause pollution and will benefit 
the land. 
—Req uire that back -tilling or 
grading of the high wall begin 
within three months after the 
start of mining and be carried 
out gradually during the mining 
operations. 
—Regulate the 
use of ex­ 
plosives in mining operations 
and stipulate that blasting be 
done only between sunrise and 
sunset. 
—Permit citizens to challenge 
strip mine operations in the 
county in which the mining is 
being done as well as in Frank ­ 
lin County , where the state cap­ 
ital is located.
